A MARRIAGE ROMANCE. 


Pieasant Ending to an Alleged Elope- 
ment.

A private cable dispatch received on Satur- 
day last announced that in the morning, at 
the famous old Church of St. Pancras, Lon- 
don, a marriage ceremony was performed b) 
the Rev. Canon H. Donald M. Spence, Vicar 
and Rural Dean, between Mr. Anson G. 
Phelps Dodge. Jr., and Miss Ada P. Dodge, 
grandchildren of Mr. Wm. E. Dodge, Sr., of 
this city. This is the sequelof a romance 
which about two years ago interested the so- 
ciety of Washington, Philadelphia and New 
York, and which was reportedin the Worid 
during the first week of September, 1878. The 
romance took the form of a dispatch, stating 
the attempted elopement from Rox- 
borough, near Philadelphia, of a young 
gentieman and a young lady, aged 
respectively seventeen and sixteen. The 
youbpg man was the groom and the young lauy 
was the bride of the London wedding of Sat- 
urday last.

Their attachment 
was recognized, but their relatives opposed 
their marriage principally because they were 
cousins. The cousins, however. did not view 
things in the same light, and determined to 
take the matter into their own hands.

They were 
missed almost as soon as they left their home 
and traced to the West Philadelphia depot, 
but the direction in which they had gone 
could not be ascertained. Dispatches were 


sent to Mr. Wm. E. Dodge, in tuis city, aud 


to friends in other cities. A gentieman in 
Washington received one of these missives 
and made a thorough canvass of the hotels 
there. At the Ebbitt House he found two 
persons wbo answered the description, and 
after coMmunicating his business to the clerk 
it was arranged that he should be 
shown into the room as if by accel- 
dent. There he saw Miss Dodge and recog- 
nized her. Ile did not then make himseif 
known, but, giving an excuse for having 
blundered into the wrong room, he left. He 
telegraphed the resasit of his work to Box- 
borvugh, and was told to employ a detective 
and send the people back under his charge. 
The detective was etiguged and together they 
Again called on Mise Dodge and made their 
business known. While they were talking to 
her young Dodge returned with the marriage 
license made out in their proper names, and 
on seeing the strangers in the room imme- 
diately divined their mission. Everything 
was then amicably arranged, aud the young 
people returned to their home. Mr. Dodge, 
at the time they were missing, 
said to 4 reporter of the World, 
as itfthen published: The young couple 
are my grandchildren. Ada is the daugnter 
of my son, the Rev. D. Stuart Dodge, and 
Anson is the son of my other son, Anson P.

DENOUNCING 


Jeutfer’s Discovery Derided at a Meet- 
ing of Anti-Vaccinatiunists. 
From the New York Sun, 8th./| 

The First Anti-Vaccination Society of the 
United States met last evening in Clarendon 
Hell. Pref. Alexander Wilder presiding. 

Vaccination in the Old World, Prof. Wilder 
said, iscompulsory, and the unmistakable 
result everywhere is the increaseof disease. 
In the United States there is no law making 
yaccination in any way compulsory that has 
not been smuggled into existence without the 
knowledge of Legislatures. Of even this 
how of compulsion we have had more than 
enough, as the Pegalfzed murders that 
have n committed with the authorized 
vaccinatos’s scalpel withinthe past few weeks 


test. 

4701. Wilder then introduced Dr. Robert 
A. Gunn, who delivered a lecture, entitled 
*Vaccination a Fallacy and a Crime.“ 

In 1874, Dr. Gunn said, being appointed 
member of a medical committee to conside 
the epidemic of small-pox then prevailing 
and preventive measures therefor, he care- 
fully studied the subject of vaccination, and 
came to the conclusion that it was a popula: 
superstition, adopted by Jenner, and care- 
fully fostered by him largely for the sake of 
the £20,000 that the British Government 
awarded him. While living on a Gloucester- 
shire deiry farm, Jenner found that it was a 
belief among the §dairymen and maids that 
they contracted sores upon their hauds bv 
aking cows that had similar sores upon their 
udders—in a word cow-pox. Thereupon 
Jenner inoculated several persons with the 
matter from these sores upon the udder of a 
cow. and declared that. after a thorouch in-

months, It is true that small-pox epidemics 
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. 
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are rarer nowadays than they were centuries. 
ago. So are all the old devastating plagues.

In the caseof the other 
plagues, improvements in hygiene and quar- 
antine are given thefr due credit. The statis- 
tics prepared by vaccinators, intelligently 
viewed, give the lie to the groundless claim 
that vaccination has banished small-pox. In 
vaccination a violent animal poison is intro- 
duced into the system. The crime of endan- 
gering a human life upon the ground that at 
some futnre day small-pox may be encoun- 
tered is committed. If the system so poison- 
ed is strong, it casts-out the poison, and it is 
as it was before, liable to smali-pox, as well 
as to any other disease in a weak moment. If 
it is not stropg, the poison remains. and ery- 
sipelas or other diseases result. The eleven 
babes who Were poisoned within the past two 
weeks had a fortunate escape from life embit- 
tered by disease. 
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TONS OF DOLLARS. 


Vast Piles of Silver in the New York 
‘Sub-Treasury. 
{From the New York Post. ] 
In view of the complaint of Assistant Treas- 
urer Hillhouse, in his recent letter to Secre- 
tary Sberman, concerning the great and 


increasing accumulation of silver at the Sub- 


Treasury in this city, some additional facts on 
the subject were obtained to-day by a report- 
er of the Evening Post. Mr. Britton, the 
cashier, and Mr. Ashlev, the chief of the coin 
division, exhivited the huge vault for the 
storage of silver, which has been constructed 
in the basement of the Sub-Treasury. In the 
various compartments of this vault, which 
is forty-seven feet long, twenty-seven feet 
wide and twelve feet high, iaside 
measurement, there are now stowed away 
about $20,419,000 silver,amountingin weightto 
about612 1-4 tons. The $65, 125, 000 in gold now 
at the sub-treasury weighs but 106 1-2 tons, 
and in bulk the proportion of gold to silver is 
but as 1 to 27. Of the vast mass of silver 
there are about $47.000 in half dimes, $ 1,004,- 
000 in dimes, $3.288,000 in quarters, , 650, 000 
in halves, and $12,477,000 in standard dollars. 
No trade dollars are received, but the bbuz- 
zard’’ standard dollars continue to pour in 
and to pile up, without being of use, appar- 
ently, to any one. They are packed in canvas 
bags containing $1,000 each and weighing be- 
tween 56 and 60 pounds, which are ranged in 
the vaults row upon row and are constantly 
nearing both the roof and the pas- 
sageway. In order to prevent confusion it is 
necessary, of course, to keep each denomina- 
tion of coin separate, and this fact assists to 
limit the availabie space for the dollars. The 
capacity of the vault has not set been reached 
by any means and will not be when many mil- 
lions more bave been received, but there are 
many serious objections to cramming the 
compartinents as fullas possible. With the 
carefulness in packing which is practiced, 
there may not be much danger of bursting the 
iron lattice work partitions by the lateral 
2 of the coin; but the packing of the 

ags in so many tiers tends to make it very 
difticult to count the deposits correctly at the 
regular inspections. A rehaudling of the 
bags on every cccasion of counting is, of 
course, out of the question when the weight 
and bulk involved are so enormous. 

Small silver coins are continually flowing 
into the sub-treasury fer redemption, the 
Manhattan railway alone sometimes present- 
ing as much as $25,000 worth atatime. They 
ure redeemed by silver certiticates, which are 
easily disposed of through banks to import- 
ers, asjthey ‘are receivable for customs dues, 
:ndsothe certificates quickly come back to 
the sub-treasury through the custom-house. 
The great increase of silver in the sub-treas- 
ury is due, however, to the law requiring the 
coinage of $2,000,000 a month in silver dollars. 
The Government depositories at San Fran- 
cisco, Cincinnati and Chicago were all filled 
carly in March. There was but little addi- 
tional room in the depositories of Washing- 
ton, Boston, Philadelphia and St. Louis, their 
available capacity being only for about 82, 
000,000 more. In consequence nearly all of 
the newly-coined silver is sent to this city, 
and, as but comparatively little of it is paid 
out, it is not strange that the officars of the 
sub-treasury are beginning to question what 
the result will be if Congress permits the 
stream to flow on unchecked.

The Story Told. by Ocean Steamship Of- 


| From the New York Herald. 8th. f’ 


The steamships Victoria, Castalia, Tyrian 
and Anchoria arrived at this port yesterday, 
and all reported encountering scores of ice- 
bergs on the trip. 

2 — — ane inquiring about!“ said 
one of the attaches in the office of the Anchor 
Line to a reporter. The middle of the ocean 
alive with them.

Destruction Wrought on New Jersey 
and Long Island Farms. 
' (Red Bank (N. J.) Special Dispatch. | 

The new pest, the army worm, which has 
just putin an appearance here, is completing 
the terrible work of the great drvuth. As 
scon as the worm was discoved active meas: 
ures were taken to stop its progress, but at 
first it was not recognized in its proper char- 
acter, and the same metbod — in fighting 
the potato bug was used to destroy it. Reports 
frum Long Branch, Mechanicsville, Morris- 
ville, Shrewsbury, Middletown and Tin- 
ton’s Falls sav that the ravages made by this 
pest have been verv severe. It is reported 
that acres of timothy and rye belonging to 
George Hance. at Tinton’s Falls, were de- 
stroved in one night. On the farms of Sam- 
uel Hendrickson, near Rumson, and George 
Stillwell, at Sbrewsbury, the damage is very 
great. About Freehold and Marlborough and 
on toward Keyport the worms are found in 
great numbers and move in solid phalanx. 
When once they attack a Wheat, rye, corn or 
grass fel“, they do not pass out of it until 
they have left nothing edible in it. They, 
from some cause, avoid clear fields, but will 
strip a timothy field quicker than a mowing 
macbine. é 

The greatest depredations are reported a 
New Bedford. There the farmers are report- 
ed as unable to cope withthe scourge. Its ap- 
pearance was sudden, and it was not recog- 
nized, twenty years having elapsed since the 
ul my worm last visited this region. 

WHITESTONE, L. I., June 7.—The army 
worm is committing sad havoc in this vicia- 
ity. Fields of grass and grain are being 
devastated. A nine-acre lot of rye belonging 
to John Nostrand, whose farm is about one 
mile from here, is being destroyed by these 
peer: The grain woud bave been ready for 

aryesting two weeks hence. In a day or two 
it Will be valueless to its owner. The ground, 
as well as the grain, is literally covered with 
the worms. Farm hands are at work digging 
a trench twelve inches deep and of the same 
width around the plague spot, which will be 
filled with coal tar to prevent, if possible, the 
worms frem reaching adjoining fields. George 
I. Smith is inttenching his farm in the same 
method, with the hope of pro ecting his prop- 
elty from the terrible pests.

His Personal Habits and Peculiarities 
A Bit ot Scandal.

Gen. Garfield owns his residence in this 
city. It is a red brick double house, of mod- 
est pretensions, upon the corner of I and 
Thirteenth streets. Mrs. Garfield is a small, 
delicate-looking woman, of tne plainest pos- 
sible appearance and manners. She is ex- 
cessively domestic in her character, and is 
very —— in Washington, even more so 
than ber husband. She has four boys and one 
Eirl. Sbe has devoted herself to their educa- 
tion. Three of the boys are now away in 
some training school in New Hampshire, 
where General and Mrs. Garfield soon expect 
to go. The two others are little 
ones not old enough to attend 
school. Gen. Garfield has the reputafion of 
being one of the greatest students and schol- 
ars in publie lite. He is a great devourer of 
books. Coming and going in the street-cars 
bis arms are alwavs filled with books and pam- 
pblets. In his bome he has @ special work- 
room, where be can be found nearly every 
evening, with bis favorite authors about him. 
Gen. Garfield has gone outin society more 
than the public officials generally would care 
to. He has been a member of the Cosmos 
Chub, a scientific and literary club, for several 
years. Ile always has taken a very 
active part in its discussions. He also 
belongs to a fashionable literary so- 
ciety in tbe city, where essays, read- 
ings and light refreshments are the items of 
the programme. Gen. Garfield has even con- 
descended to read essays at these gay gather- 
ings, where literature was merely aped asa 
fashion. One of the amusing peculiarities of 
Gen. Garfield is his intense love for the game 
of base ball. There has not been a game of 
anv coksequence played here for years that 
has not found him upon the grand stand, just 
back of the catcher, where he could study to 
the best possible advantage the scientific 
curving of the crack pitchers. He is such an 
enthusiast in the game that he always leads in 
applause of a fine pilav. and his groan of dis- 
couragement at a muff is net surpassed by 
any boy enthusiast. He knows the name and 
record of every professional base ball man. If 
he becomes President one need not besur- 
prised if some of the ball managers should 
Let foreign missions. Gen. Garfield’s admir- 
ation of the physique of the fellows who play 
the game is so great that, during the prepara- 
tion of a game, he has been known. to go gnto 
a most skillful dissertation upon the character 
of the back, biceps, or action of some one of 
his favorites. Literature and outdoor sports 
sppear to be the loves of this huge-figured, 
boyish-ecting man. He is a man who lives 
plainly, so far as his table goes. He drinks 
moderately a glass of wine at the table or with 
a friend. He haseven been known during an 
excitipg night session in the House to take 
a good pull at the = officiat whisky 
kept for such occasions. He smokes 

erhaps ten or twelve cigars daly. 

e is fond of pretty women, and has some- 
thing of tbe requisite Washington official 
reputation for gallantry. A notorious liter- 
ary woman, who came here in 1872, attached 
to the stsff of a prominent New York daily, 
worshipped Gen. Gartield and heaped adula- 
tion upon him in many an orientally-colered 
paragraph.

One of the partv accompanying Archbishop 

Givbons on his trip to Rome writes, under 
date of May 14: »The very day after our ar- 
rival in Rome we had the honor to dine at the 
English College with Cardinals Manning and 
Howard. Bishop Vaugban and several other 
Bishops were also of the party. We were 
treated with much kindness, and enjoyed the 
oceasign no little. Cardinal Manning looks 
more like a mummy tban anything else; and 
no wonder, for itis said he neither eats nor 
sleeps; I can tégtify that he ate next to noth- 
ing on this occasion. Cardinal Howard, on 
the other hand, 1s, in app2arance and car- 
riage, one of the most magnificent men I 
have ever seen. <Archb shop Gibbons has 
alresdy bad aninierview with the Cardinal 
Prefect of the Propaganda, andis hoping to 
have an audience with the Pope next week. 
But this is not quite eertain as yet, since 
there are several Bishops in advance of him 
who have not yet seen his Holiness. To 
those who knew Rome of old, it may appear 
much altered for the worse; but to me, who 
am bere forthe first time, it seems to be the 
most religious of places. Churches—and the 
poorest of tbem very splendid, as compared 
with anything we posse-s—meet your eyes at 
every step, and vou cannot go out of the door 
without encounteriog at once either a priest 
or a monk. The Government, 
doubt, nas done much 
the Cburch: but anybow, 
lv or unwillingly, it bas still left Rome full 
of sanctuaries, aud of people exclusively de - 
vote d to God and the Cburch, Thus far, too, 
I bave not seen the slightest tokens of incivil- 
ity on the part of any official of any kind. 
Things are, ne doubt, beiter than they were 
a While ago, and are going, it is to be hoped, 
10 be better still. Our stay in Rome is likely 
to be prolonged till the end of the month, but 
net longer, we hope; since, after the sum- 
mer fairly begins, tbe city is supposed to be 
unwholesome for strangers. Thus far there 
has been no heat, and, indeed, less sun thin 
we desire. It has rained, if lam not mistaken, 
more or less every day since our arrival, not 
to speak of the drenching showers which 
came down frequently on the day of our en- 
trance into the eity.“ '

Drummers and their drums are to be elimi- 
nated from the French army by the reforming 
zea) of Gen. Farre. and that the infantry sol- 
dier will not march better in consequence of 
this latest innovation may be safely predicted, 
for any attempt be may have made hitherto to 
keep step has been mainly due to the rataplan.

plaining. The Minister of War explained be- 
fore the Budget Committee that his reason 
for adopting the change is because drummers 
are not combatants, ‘so he proposes to 
replace them by trumpeters, who do come 
under that category. Like the white leather 
aprons of the sappers, which have disappeared 
for some time, the little parehment- covered 
cylinders are henceforth doomed. I do not 
know whether the origin of the drum has ever 
been traced by some patient inquirer. We 
have been told that itcomestous from the 
East, and that the Moors first brought it into 
Europe. Certain is the fact that the most 
savage races have always rejoiced in their 
tamtams, and as the pleasure of making a 
noise is inherent in human nature, perhaps 
this most effective way of creating a din was 
invented by Adam's sons or grandsons. But 
the drum does net appear to have been used 


in the French army until towards the close of 


the fourteenth century, and its introduction is 
attributed to the English invasion under Ed- 
ward III.; its general adoption by the infant - 
ry dates back to the time of Louis XI. 
when the Swiss element was largely infuse 
into the royal forces. Thé drum at that epoch 
was a shapeless instrument, and served more 
for rallying the troops or for the conveyance 
of the word of command than for regulating 
the step,which was far from being as measured 
as it is now. Each captain had a drummer in 
his private iivery, and he employed him to 
earry his orders or his instructions as much 
as for beating the word of command; the 
drummer inthose days appears to have peen 
a kind of aid-de-camp. The covering was 
usually made from the hide of some animal— 
generally of an ass—though if it be true that 
John Zisca, the avenger of Huss, bequeathed 
his skin to bis gallant companions in arms to 
form the covering of a drum which was to 
summonthem in case of danger, material 
more noble was at least once made to serve 
the purpose. Thedrum was not used for 
drilling infantry te keep step until the middle 
of the eighteenth century, and the roll 
such as we now know it was only regulated 
some hundred years ago, The drummer’s 
art then become more difficult, and to perfect 
it regimental schools were established, the 
master of which was the drum-major, who 
in recent times was still such a prominent and 
,0pular personage in each French regiment. 
e period of bis greatest glory was the First 
Empire when the drum-major of the Grena- 
diers of the Guard bad rank as a captain and 
wore a uniform which cost Napoleon 4120. 
Under the Restoration and the Monarch of 
July drum-majors were given tothe regiments 
of fire-men, aud even o those of the National 
Guard, but of late years their prestige has di- 
minisbed in à great extent, and also their 
statute : they are no longer such imposing 
clotbes-horses, all lace and feathers, tower- 
ing above ordinary mortals; the race has in 
fact been visibly deteriorating. 
are, however, they will now disappear from 
the head of French regiments with their 
drums.

The Late John Brougham.

Mr. Brougham was eminently a social 
genius, and was the delight of-every dinner 
table to which he lent the eharm of his bright, 
genial face. He was an admirable raconteur, 
acheery after-dinner songster, and had the 
faculty of never wounding even in his most 
careless moment of jest. The kindly smile 
with which it was delivered took the poison 
from the sharp arrow of his wit, As the Irish 
soldier used to say ofa very popular but 
blaspheming officer ia one of his own stories, 
„eit was a comfort to be cursed by the Ma- 
jor.’? Brougham, we believe, was himself 
once a Major, and on the Governor’s staff. It 
was his latest and rarest enjoyment to go of 
evenings tothe club, whewe he was always 
the center of a circle of delighted and affec- 
tionate admirers. 

Mr. Brougham’s genius was not bounded 
by tbe stage. Independent of his dramatic 
productions he has written some interesting 
stories, many bright poems, and was the 
founder acd editor of our first comic paper, 
the Lantern. He was especially fond of the 
eociety of literary men, and for some years 
kept house with Dr. Shelton Mackenzie in 
this city? 

Mr. Brougham was twice married—first to 
Miss Emma Williams, an Engtish actress,from 
whom he separated, and w subsequently 
became Mrs. Robertson, the wife of a half- 
pay English officer. and died some ten years 
since at Harlem; and, secondly, to-a Mrs. 
Coppleson Hodges, who was also a profes- 
sional, and bad been once celebrated in her 
peculiar branch of art. She is also dead. 

This is 1 the moment to enter on a 
eriticism of Mr. Brougham as an artist. It 
is sufficient to say that John Brougham was 
not one of those comedy actors to whom plain- 
ness or eccentricity v was 3 n in ·

We sincerely believe that in no conceiva- 
ble contingency will Mr. Tilden receive 
more than the above vote. The estimate 
is most liberal to him in many respects. 
We have allowed him the entire seventy 
votes from New York, and allowed him 
many delegates from other States whose 
votes he never will get, simply to 
be onthe safe side. With all this he has 
only 204 votes, while there will be a field 
against him of 534 votes; 492 are neceseary 
for a two-thirds majority, or 120 more than 
were necessary forthe simple majority at 
Chicago. 

To us it seems utter blindness to 
talk about Mr. Tilden’s nomination.

What our own esteemed * Boss“ Filley 
is to Missouri Chester Arthur is and has 
been for ten years to New York politics.

VIRGINIA PASTIME. 

Those blood-thirsty Virginians have been 
again vindicating their honor upon the 
stricken field ef battle, and the hair of the 
telegraph operator thousands of miles 
away bristles at the dire story of the fray. 
It appears that Wm. C. Elam, the editor of 
the Richmond Whiy, has been animadvert- 
ing on the course pursued by some of his 
political opponents during the war. He 
characterized them as pirates, bucca- 
neers, cut-throats, brigands, men who, 
under the specious. and spurious 
guise of gentlemen and officers, 
concealed the sentiments and the morality 
of thieves and felons. He said their sole 
idea was theft, their only enterprise rob- 
bery and rapine; and when the crash come 
they exhibited their white-livered poltroon- 
ery, their abject cowardice, by sneaking off 
into places of safety with the swag which 
they had plundered from the starving sol- 
diers in the trenches. This was pretty 
good for Virginia, and one hot-blooded 
old veteran, Col. Thomas L. Smith, of 
Fauguier, sent round to Elam _ to 
learn whether he meant anything 
personal by it. Elam did mean 
something personal apparently, and so 
there was nothing left for either party bat 
bloodshed and murder. The preliminaries 
were all arranged, and the principals and 
seconds and surgeons and undertakers and 
mourners and tombstone agents and 
yreachers, accompanied by the whole popu- 
lation of the city of Richmond, turned out 
bright and early yesterday morning to 
see the circus, which was announced to 
come off without postponement on account 
of fhe weather. The surgeon alone declined 
to be present at the conflict. He stated he 
was willing to gather up the scattered frag- 
ments of the contestants, to identify them, 
and if need be to weep over them; but, he 
added, he was not foolhardy nor was he 
morbidly curious to witness such a scene. 
He stationed himself accordingly under a 
hill, where he could only have been reached 
by shelling, and the combat went on. At 
the first fire Elam fell and the fun ended. 
He was shot on the apex of the chin, his 
least valuable organ, and a very painful 
though not avery dangerous wound re- 
sulted. If this sad affair should cause the 
Virginian journalist to abandon his ver- 
juiced epithets, the battle will not have 
been fought in vain; but, above all, it 
makes us feel proud to know that those 
sanguinary French editors can’t enjoy a 
monopoly of the chivalrous dueling art.

Te the de- 
fenses of Ivangorod five huge forts are being 
added, two on the left bank of the Vistula, 
and three onthe right bank of the Wieprz. 
Two new forts are in course of construction 
at Novo-Georgievsk. The cost of the devel- 
opment given to the inner defenses of Brest- 
Litowak is appraised in the fortification esti- 
mates for 1880 at the sum of £48,000. Maga- 
zines are to be erected for the storing of 
1,000,000 pounds of biscuit, and a bakery cap- 
able of turning out 12,000 pounds of bread 
daily.

THE GRAND JURY. 


Cases Considered ** that August Body To- 
ay. 

The case of Henry D. Clark took up an hour 

ofthe time ofthe grand jury this morning. 

Clark isthe man whois accused of stealing a 


$250 diamond from Mermod, Jaccard & Co. 
Mr. Charles L. Bates, a salesman, testified that 
Clark went into Mermod, vaccard & Co.'s store 
on April 24 and asked to be allowed to look at 
some diamond studs. Mr. Bates exhibiteda 
tray of diamonds of various sizes and 
prices. Among this collection was a hand- 
some unset stone with a holefthrough its cen- 
ter, and valued at $250. Clark placed it to 


one side, but on learning its value, selec:eda

Shortly after- 
wardatraveling salesman asked Bates how 
much would be the cost ot setting a stone ina 
gold pin. Tle stone was exhibited, and Bates 
recognized it as thut which Clark had fancied, 
and for the first time learned that it had disap- 
peared fromthe tray. The salesman stated 
that be had purchased it at a well-known 
pawnbroker’s. Subsequently Bates ascertatn- 
ed that Clark had pawned the diamond for 830 
on the same day “uring which it had disap- 
reared. On May 28 Clark again visited 
lermod, Jaccard & Oo.’s, He was 
recognized by Bates, who had Policeman 
3. Burke arrest him. 

Officer Burke was also examined, but told 
nothing new. ä 

Two gentiemen from New York testified that 
Clark was a New Yorker, had previously borne 
u good character und hed been a conductor on 
several Eastern railroads. 

Some detectives said that Clark was an ex- 
pert thief, and prior to his arrest had lived 
with a lewd woman at 524 Elm street. An in- 
dictment will probably be returned. 

Ex parte testimony was also taken in the 
case of F. O0. Herbst, who is said 
to have stolen $200 from Josepir 
Schneider, of South St. Louis, and 
in that ot Charles Ellis, the colored gambler 
who shot and killed Mack Sanders in a dispute 
about the possession of fitteen cents at 410 
North Levee, some five weeks ago. Other 
cases Of minor importance were also con:id- 
ered.
